A Criticism 

The Progress Report is signed 
by E. T. Grether and Edgar L. 
Warren, directors of the UCLA and, 
Berkeley divisions of the Institute! 
of Industrial Relations respec- 
tively. Of course, during much of 
the period covered, Clark Kerr, 
now Chancellor of the University 
on the Berkeley campus, was di- 
rector up at this end of the State. 

Labor ebserves, and has. ob- 
served from the start in 1945, that 
under the Legislature’s authoriza- 
tion, the Institute must serve both 
management and labor. This is by 
no means the fault of the Institute 
directors, but the limited nature of 
authorization by the Legislature is 
an indication of how unwillingly 
and slowly organized labor is ad- 
mitted into the family, so to speak, 

Great quantities of money are 

\poured out to serve agricultural 
nterests in this State through the 
university's College of Agriculture. 
Some of this money gets spent, too, 
in one way or another, in anti-la- 
bor activities shared by representa- 
tives of the College of Agriculture 
with the Associated Farmers and 
their ilk, Most of the courses in the 
main university have the business 
slant, or at least certainly give 
no Special service to labor. 

Yet all labor gets is half of the 
measly sum on which the Institute 
of Industrial Relations operates. In 
the mind of the majority of our 
Legislature, and in the mind of 
many of the Regents, we are still 
second class citizens, if not third or 
fourth.

Western Union Loses Two Decisions 
To AFL Commercial Telegraphers 


Western Union management has 
been slapped down twice as a re- 
sult of recent arbitration decisions 
which ruled against W. U. officials 
in Chicago, Illinois, and in Downey, 
California. Information about the 
decisions was revealed here by 
Larry Ross, president of AFL Com- 
mercial Telegraphers Local 208. 

The Chicago case was over the 
question of seniority. It seems that 
under the union’s contract any 
openings for higher classifications 
of jobs are to be given to those 
workers with the most seniority 
plus reasgnable qualifications for 
the post. 

W. U. officials, however, decided 
to fill three vacancies in the higher 
classifications with men with the 


seniority and better qualifications 
than those chosen by the company. 
An arbitration board later ruled 


dered that the jobs be given to 
those candidates backed by the un- 
ion—and with back pay, too. 

In the Downey, California, case 
the union won $2,000 in back pay 
for a member who had been fired 
in November, 1951, without sever- 
ance pay as a result of technical 
displacement. 

An arbitration board in a ruling 
last month held that it was tech- 
nological displacement for the com- 
pany tq introduce automatic equip- 
ment in place of hand-operated 
telegraphers’ equipment.

Dr. Shacter said the influences 
most likely to provide a healthful 
environment for the growth of a 
that many families like because 
of their convenience cost more 
than two-story houses. They also 
require larger plots. Housing ex- 
perts say you shouldn’t have less 
than 65 feet of width for even a 
minimum-size ranch house, and 75 
feet is little enough for this sprawl- 
ing design. 

One compromise is the split-level 
house. It provides an additional 
room over the garage at relatively 
little cost, and yet has much of the 
convenience of a ranch house. A 
split-level house cost less than a 
ranch house with the same amount 
of cubic-foot space. But compare 
offerings carefully because some 
builders are using this new design 
as a selling feature to help them 
get a higher price-~than a split-, 
level house actually warrants. 


THE HOUSE THAT GROWS | 


A house designed especially for 
later expansion is actually one of 
the few practical solutions avail- 
able to moderate-income families. 
Such a house should be laid out 
on its lot so there’s space to add 
rooms and has such features as 
windows installed in spaces framed 
for future doors. Or it has an attic 
high enough to be usable for addi- 
tional rooms, heat risers into the 
attic and plumbing roughed in so 
additiona] fixtures can be hooked 
on later. 

If you buy a truly expansible 
house, it’s easier these days to put 
the finishing touches on yourself, 
by virtue of such developments as 
better-quality dry-wall construction 
for building attic rooms; prefabri- 
cated flooring or underlayment for 
tile floors; pre-assembled bathroom 
fixtures like stall showers; roller 
painting and one-coat paints; plas- 
tic or metal tiles for bathrooms or 
modern waterproof enamel paints. 

One of the most useful ideas in 
expansible houses for a small fam- 
ily that expects to grow, is an ex- 
perimental house built by the U. S. 
Agriculture Department at Belts- 
ville, Md. The plan for the house 
shows a complete house in the fu- 
ture. But at first only the “basic 
unit” is built—usually a living 
room and kitchen with closet space 
and bath. But the living room and 
kitchen are both good-sized to 
start.

Standard Sizes Are Worked Out 
By Experts for Women’s Clothes 


WASHNIGTON (LPA) 
may not be far away when a! 
woman with certain measurements 
will have all size 14 dresses in her 
closet, instead of a size 12 from one 
store, 11 from another and 15 from 
another. 

The U. S. Department of Com- 
merce has worked out a standard 
system of sizing, which, if adopted 
by all segments of the apparel in- 
dustry, would assure that all gar- 
ments marked with the same size 
would actually be the same size 
and fit the same way. 

The system includes sizes keyed 
not only to the average figure, but 
to other body types as well. For 
instance, a garment marked size 
14R—would mean size 14, regular 
height, slender hip. Other codes 
would be used for short and tall 
women, for varying bust sizes and 
for average and full hips. 

The system would make it pos- 
sible for a woman to buy a prop- 
erly fitted coat, slip or other gar- 


ment by knowing her size and 
height, bust and hip classifica- 


tions. It would make for better- 
fitting clothes, and fewer try-ons, 
alterations and returns to the store 
for the wrong size. 

The fact that a buyer could be 
sure of the fit without trying on 
the garment would probably also 
mean a great boom in mail order 
and telephone buying. 

(In New York, garment manu- 
facturers received the report on the 
proposed sizing system with vary- 
ing reactions. Some said it would 
be a great benefit to manufacurers, | 
retailers and customers, but others 
said changing styles have such an| 
effect on sizes that any standard- 
ization of sizes would be extremely 
difficult. They said such fashions 
as a pinched-in waist or high or 
low waist require much individual 
alteration and _ standard sizing 
would be useless.)
